Chevron OH 
Indicted for 
Pollution 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - In 


the first action of its kind, a fed* 
eral grand jury has indicted a 
major oil company on charges 
arising from a massive offshore 
oil spill. 


The Chevron Oil Co. was cited 


Tuesday on 900 counts of will* 
fully violating government reg* 
ulations aimed at preventing 
pollution from oil wells drilled 
at sea. 


Conviction on all counts could 


result in fines totaling $1.8 mil- 
lion. 


In Washington, Interior Secre- 


tary Walter J. Hickel, who had 
asked for the grand jury probe 
of Chevron's offshore opera* 
tions, said enforcement of feder- 
al oil well safety rules is going 
to be strict. 


"We will be fair but we will 


be tough," said Hickel. "The fu- 
ture of our environment is at 
stake in those offshore areas 
which are precious for many 
other resources besides oil and 
gas." 


The grand jury said Chevron 


knowingly and willfully failed to 
install 
and maintain 
storm 


chokes or similar subsurface 
control devices on 90 oil wells 
off the Louisiana coast in the 
Gulf of Mexico. 


"We are confident that when 


the case is tried, we will be 
completely vindicated," said K. 
H. Shaffer 
of New Orleans, 


president of Chevron. 


The company is owned by 


Standard Oil of California, one 
of the nation's biggest oil firms. 


The indictment stemmed from 


an investigation which began 
March 31—the day Chevron fi- 
nally capped the last of a clus- 
ter of wild wells connected to a 
platform standing in 40 feet of 
water, 30 miles off the coast. 
The area is about 75 miles 
southeast of New Orleans. 


A fire had erupted on the plat- 


form Feb. 10 touching off 
a 


gush of oil and gas which 
burned until the flames were 
snuffed out by a dynamite blast 
March 10. For the next 21 days, 
the oil spewed into the Gulf 
while specialists struggled to 
tame the wells. 


Indictments against Chevron 


were the first under the Outer 
Continental Shelf Lands Act of 
1953, which provides a maxi- 
mum $2,000 fine for each day of 
each violation.'' 


Boycoff 


Peace Parley 
on Bombing

PARIS (AP) - Hanoi accused 


the United States of continuing 
air raids over North Vietnam 
and said it was boycotting to- 
day's peace talks session as a 
protest and a warning. The 
meeting was canceled. 


Spokesman Nguyen Thanh Le 


said 
American 
planes had 


bombed 
populated 
areas of 


North Vietnam every day from 
May 1 thorough Tuesday. He 
said American planes raided in 
North Vietnam in an area south 
of the 19th Parallel at 1 p.m. 
Vietnam time Tuesday. 


Le told a news conference the 


attacks were "barbarous acts of 
war" which violated the U.S. 
pledge to stop the bombing. The 
bomb halt was a key element in 
the agreement to begin plenary 
negotiations among North Viet- 
nam, the Viet Cong, South Viet- 
nam and the United States. 


"To express its firm protest 


against these extremely grave 
acts of the United States," Le 
said, "the delegation of the 
Democratic Republic of (North) 
Vietnam declares it will not par- 
ticipate in the 66th plenary ses- 
sion of the paris conference," 


He said North Vietnam was 


ready to meet again May 14, 


Viet Cong spokesman Ly Van 


Sau said the Viet Cong was 
backing the boycott "to express 
its profound indignation and vig» 
orous protest" against 
U.S, 


bombing and "widening of the 
war throughout Indochina," 


U.S,

Pollution 
al Wont 
in Canada

SUDBURY, ont. (AP) - the 


bleak countryside around this 
world nickel capital offers a 
textbook example of the ulti- 
mate effects of industrial pollu* 
tion, 


The natural rock formations 


of the mineral rich terrain are 
complemented by slag heaps. 
Mile after mile is totally devoid 
of vegetation and only the tall 
chimneys of the huge nickel 
smelters destroy the impression 
of a lunar landscape, 


The desolation is manmade 


but most of the damage was 
done before International Nickel 
and Falconbridge, the two ma* 
jor nickel producers, were born, 


It resulted from the primitive 


technology employed by the pio- 
neer companies 
when nickel 


was first mined in the area in 
1883, 


In order to remove sulphur 


dioxide, the ore was roasted in 
open fires, which had to be fed 
with huge quantities of wood 
from the surrounding area. 


After the trees were felled, 


lumbermen returned to dig up 
the rotting stumps, which were 
used to damp down the fires to 
provide a more even heat, The 
intensive operation, abetted by 
forest fires, eroded the topsoil 
and the land became sterile. 


The roasting process 
was 


abandoned as uneconomic in the 
1920s and Inco and Falconbridgt 
built their smelters. They depos- 
ited their 
tailings, or rock 


waste, on the already devastat- 
ed territory. 


The smelters created new 


problems. They poured liquid 
waste into creeks leading to 
Kelly Lake, a few miles south- 
west of Sudbury, which became 
a sewage lagoon or municipal 
cesspool. And their chimneys 
filled the air with sulphur diox- 
ide. 


For decades, Sudbury was 


content to live with the effects 
of the pungent gas, which pro- 
duced acidity in rain water, cor- 
roding buildings and metal, re- 
ducing the fertility of the al- 
ready unproductive soil and oc- 
casionally pervading the city 
with its unmistakable odor. 


As the community became 


more pollution conscious, Inco 
and Falconbridge researchers 
sought solutions. Both compa- 
nies introduced extraction meth- 
ods to reclaim some of the gas, 
Inco marketing it as liquid sul- 
phur dioxide and sulphuric acid 
and 
Falconbridge 
producing 


pure sulphur. 


A year ago, Inco announced 


plans to replace its chimneys, 
ranging from 350 to 615 feet in 
height, with a 1,250-foot smoke- 
stack, the world's highest which 
will release its fumes at high 
velocity to an altitude of 4,000 
feet. High winds at that height 
are expected to help disperse 
the gas. 


The $13-million project was 


described as "only an interim 
measure" by Don Fraser, as- 
sistant general manager of the 
company. 


Although Inco was confident 


that the gas would be effectively 
dissipated at the higher altitude, 
the plan was greeted with ap- 
prehension by such communi- 
ties as North Bay, 79 miles to 
the east, which feared it would 
inherit the problem. 


The city of Sudbury, under 


vigorous prodding from the On- 
tario Water Resources Commis- 
sion, pushed ahead at the same 
time with plans for a municipal 
sewage 
disposal 
plant 
big 


enough to handle the liquid 
waste of the nickel companies 
as well as the requirements of 
its 85,000 residents and those of 
satellite communities, 


And lately, Inco scientists 


have 
begun doing something 


about Sudbury's original blight,

a mixture of grass and fall rye, 
enabling the sturdier grain to 
protect the grass in its first two 
years of growth,

Basketball 
Merger Goes 
to Congress

NEW YORK (At»>- Cofflmts* 


stoftef Jack Dolph of the AfneH* 
can Basketball Association ex- 
pressed unguarded optimism 
Tuesday that Congress would 
approve a merger between the 
ABA and the rival Nattonal Bas« 
ketball Association. 


"1 have no Idea how long It 


will take," he said, "But Con* 
gress Is expected to recess by 
Labor Day and we hope to have 
a decision before then, 


"There have been changes In 


Congress, and we have the dls* 
advantage of not being as glarn* 
orous as football, but precedent

Dolph referred to a similar re- 


quest by the National American 
football 
leagues 
when they 


sought to merge In 19C6, Con- 
gress exempted their merger 
agreement from anti-trust laws. 


At present, the leagues 
are 


fighting an anti trust suit filed 
by NBA players against the 
merger, 
contending that it 


would eliminate competition for 
players and thus lower salaries. 


A federal judge Issued a pre- 


liminary Injunction M o n d a y , 
prohibiting any agreement be- 
tween the leagues unless Con- 
gress passes enabling legisla- 
tion. 


However, Dolph pointed out 


that the judge did give the 
leagues permission to conclude 
a plan for a single league that 
could be presented to Congress 
for approval. 


The players have said they 


also would appear before Con- 
gress to fight any approval. 


The ABA, from the beginning, 


had planned on taking the merg- 
er case to Congress for approv- 
al, even before the players filed 
their suit, Dolph said. "We al- 
ways anticipated that Congress 
had to be asked," he said. "It 
was a step to be taken toward 
any merger." 


The commissioner said the 


leagues now have very little left 
to work out on a .merger plan 
alter several months of negotia-

Guard Pulls 
Out From 
Kent State

NEW YORK (AP) -

plays are loud, clear, fiercely 
intense. And together, emergent 
black 
dramatists 
are 
giving 


American theater a significant 
jolt of new vitality. 


Award of the 1970 Pulitzer 


Prize to Charles Gordone for 
"No Place To Be Somebody," a 
seething image of ghetto tur- 
moil, simply accords official 
recognition to a cultural force 
that has been gaining strength 
for several years. 


"There is no truth thatspeaks 


so clearly to me as the truth of 
my own experience," said John 
O'Neal, a leader of the Free 
Southern Theater, and the re- 
mark 
characterizes 
the what 


and why which spur Gordone 
and others in the black author- 
ship brigade. 


Most of the dramas, develop- 


ing 
off-Broadway 
and 
to a 


smaller degree in regional play- 
houses, burn with the passionate 
desperation of personal experi- 
ence. 


In style, they range widely 


from 
the invective anger of 


LeRoi Jones and Ed Bullins— 
both of whom would rather 
speak only to black audiences— 
to the satiric mockery of Doug- 
las Turner Ward and Vinette 
Carroll. 


A few have recently made it 


to Broadway, where reputedly, 
the first play by a Negro, Gar- 
land Anderson, was staged in 
1925. Among them: the late Lor- 
raine Hansberry with "A Raisin 
in the Sun," James Baldwin 
with "Blues for Mr. Charley" 
and Ossie Davis, whose "Purlie 
Victorious" is currently rein- 
carnated as the musical "Pur- 
lie." 


Although many of the plays 


during one phase of the new 
candor fulminated over historic 
suppression of their people, the;- 
writers today 
direct critcism 


agafh'st 
the • black community 


also against "Uncle Tom ism," 
over-militancy and other m.i(» 
ters. 


If there are almost as many 


dramatic viewpoints as there 
are hopeful writers, nearly ev- 
erything being done bristles 
with verbal power and articu- 
late imagery. In the reach for 
expression, conventional dra- 
matic forms are often ignored, 
but experiment is rarely ob- 
scure. 


Increasing dramatic activity 


within the black community has 
gone hand-in-liand with the writ- 
er eruption. While the Negro 
Ensemble Theater is off-Broad- 
way's outstanding example of 
sustained interracial endeavor, 
Harlem is busy with the New 
Heritage Repertory Theater, the 
National Black Theater Work- 
shop and other groups. 


With help from the 20th Cen- 


tury Fund, a private foundation, 
the Black Academy of Arts and 
Letters was established last 
year to promote recognition and 
cooperation. 


Black self-expression and the 


theatrical viability of racial 
themes also have 
influenced 


white playwrights. Recent plays 
by white authors dealing with 
the black experience have been 
"The Great White Hope," "Big 
Time Buck White," "The Uni- 
versal Nigger," and "The Trial 
of A. Lincoln." 


KENT, Ohio (AP) — A phased 


withdrawal of National Guard 
troops begins today at the Kent 
State University campus, scene 
of the fatal shooting of four stu- 
dents at an antiwar demonstra- 
tion. 


Brig. Gen. Robert H. Canter- 


bury, commander of the 800 
men on duty at the closed and 
silent school, said the force 
would be cut in half during the 
forenoon. 


The Kent State faculty senate, 


representing 1,170 full-time in- 
structors, adopted a resolution 
Tuesday vowing to refuse to re- 
sume teaching until the Guard 
relinquished control of the area. 


In another development, the 


executive director of the Ohio 
American Civil Liberties Union 
called on Gov. James A. Rhodes 
to remove Adj. Gen. S." T. Del 
Corso as Ohio National Guard 
commander. 


The official, Benson Wolman, 


declared the guardsmen who 
cut down the students with a 
burst of rifle fire were "ill- 
trained, overeager and poorly 
controlled." 


FBI and Guard investigators 


continued to probe how and why 
four 
students— Including 
two 


coeds and all described by 
friends and relatives as dis- 
avowing violent protest— were 
gunned 
down by 
guardsmen 


trying to disperse the demon- 
stration Monday. 


Del Corso said Tuesday he 


had no evidence to back up his 
earlier assertion that a sniper 
had fired at the guardsmen just 
before they started shooting. 


The university asked the FBI 


to investigate an incident in 
which a pistol was taken from a 
19-year*oJd 
student photograr 


pher 
Monday. The photogra* 


pher, Terrance B. Norman, was 
quoted in a university statement 
as saying he had been asked by 
the FBI and university police to 
photograph

disturbances 


and had been handed press cre- 
dentials by the police.

The faculty Senate's resolu- 


tion said: 


"In this moment of grief we 


pledge that in the future we 
shall not teach in circumstances 
which are likely to lead to the 
deaths and wounding of our stu- 
dents. 


"We cannot keep the civil au- 


thorities from assuming control 
of our campus, but we can—and 
do— refuse to teach in a climate 
that is inimicable to the safety 
of our students and to the prin- 
ciples of academic freedom." 


The resolution went on to 


blame Ohio Gov. James A. 
Rhodes and Del Corso for the 
deaths, saying, "We hold the 
guardsmen, acting under orders 
and under severe psychological 
pressure less responsible for the 
massacre than our Gov. Rhodes 
and Gen. Del Corso, whose in» 
flammatory indoctrination pro- 
duced this pressure." 


University President Dr. Rob, 


ert I. White told reporters that 
"at this tiros, it is not possible 
to say when a reopening can oc* 
cur."

Later CBS showed Cali- 
fornia impressions of photogra- 
pher Henri C artier-Bresson. 


The NBC program was a film 


and sound account of the ex- 
ploits of a group of Americans, 
Sunday climbers who conquered 
a 20,000-foot peak in Afghani- 
stan's Hindu Kush range. 


The party was accompanied 


by a talented cameraman who 
had never climbed a mountain 
before. But he captured the 
awesome scenery and effort. 
The sound track often recorded 
only the gasping for breath by 
weary men in the high altitude. 


The documentary started by 


' introducing the audience to the 


adventurers in their normal sur- 
roundings. There were twin 53- 
year-old brothers— the spark- 
plugs of the expedition— a court 
stenographer, an electronics ex- 
pert, a ski enthusiast. 


As their expedition progressed 


their troubles multiplied— bad 
roads, rough terrain— and their 
determination increased, 


By the end of the program, 


there was a satisfying answer to 
that old question of why men 
want to climb high peaks. 


"It's the struggle," explained 


one man, but it was obvious 
throughout that each man was 
straining to the top in a test of 
himself. 


It was a beautifully executed 


and very satisfying hour. 


Cartier-Bresson 
caught the 


spirit of California life in the 
half-hour film essay on CBS. He 
caught in his motion picture 
camera scenes that were wildly 
funny, softly sentimental, sav- 
agely satiric and suddenly sym- 
pathetic,

citizens enclave, lingered over 
the faces of high school girls 
trying to keep a smile on while 
trying out for cheerleader.

FBI expanded its list of "10 
Most Wanted Fugitives" to 11 
today to make room for H. Rap 
Brown, the black militant who 
failed to appear Monday for his 
riot and arson trial. 


Brown, the FBI said, should 


be "considered armed and dan- 
gerous." 


The addition of the 26-year-old 


black militant leader came less 
than two days after the Mary- 
land attorney general's office 
obtained 
a 
federal 
warrant 


charging him 
with interstate 


flight to avoid prosecution. 


It also marked the first time 


in two years— since James Earl 
Ray was being sought for the 
slaying of Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr.-that the FBI failed to 
wait for a top-10 vacancy before 
adding another man. 


A former chairman of SNCC 


— the Student National Coordi- 
nating Committee— Brown was 
to stand trial in Ellicott City, 
Mel., on charges stemming from 
a fiery 1907 speech he made in 
Cambridge, Md., shortly before 
disorders erupted in a black 
area of the city. 


When he failed to appear, 


Howard County Circuit Judge 
James 
M a c G i 11 
revoked 


Brown's $10,000 bond and issued 
a bench warrant for his arrest. 


The black militant actually 


had been missing since March 9 
when his trial, later shifted to 
Ellicott City, first began in Bel 
Air, Md. 


The proceedings were shifted 


to Ellicott City after two of 
Brown's friends died in an auto- 
mobile explosion just outside 
Bel Air and another blast ripped 
through the courthouse at near- 
by Cambridge.

One Firm for

WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill 


aiding the nation's financially 
troubled 
railroad

trains rode smoothly toward ex- 
pected final approval in the Sen* 
ate today, 


The proposal would establish 


a profitmaklng corporation to 
take over much of the nation's 
ailing rail passenger service in 
much the same way COMSAT 
operates the country's satellite 
communications system, 


Sen. 
Vance Hartke, D-lnd,, 


said the single-corporation pro- 
posal, a substitute for a bill ap- 
proved earlier by the Senate 
Commerce Committee, has the 
complete support of the Nixon 
administration. 


Another substitute proposal, 


offered by Sen. Claiborne Pell, 
D-R.I., would establish three re- 
gional corporations to operate 
on a nonprofit basis. 


Opening debate on the single- 


corporation plan Tuesday, Hart- 
ke told the Senate: 


"This country needs all modes 


of transportation operating at 
their maximum efficiency if in 
the 1970s Americans are to be 
able to travel from city to city 
safely, comfortably and in rea- 
sonable time." 


Hartke noted the administra- 


tion opposed a direct subsidy 
plan when it_ was before the 
Commerce 
Committee 
but 


changed Its position when key 
changes were made. 


The plan before committee 


would have provided $435 mil- 
lion over four years in direct 
federal subsidies for the pur- 
chase of new equipment and for 
operating expenses.

More Than 5 Senses, 
So Claims Author of 
Mountain View, Ark.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Har- 


old Sherman of Mountain View, 
founder of the ESP Research 
Associates Foundation in Little 
Rock, believes that everyone 
has the power of extrasensory 
perception. 


The author of several books 


on the subject, including "How 
(o Make ESP Work for You," 
Sherman contends that ESP can 
be developed witliin the indivi- 
dual once he has been made 
aware he has the powers. 


However, Sherman says ESP 


cannot be forced. He said if an 
individual attempts to force his

Sherman said in an Interview

should take special care not 
to let their hands or feet get 
cold because cold constricts 
the arteries and further im- 
pairs the circulation. Tobac- 
co should be avoided be- 
cause, in any form, it also 
constricts the arteries. Tight 
shoes or socks, elastic gar- 
ters and crossing the legs 
while sitting should also be 
avoided. To improve the cir- 
culation, a brisk daily walk 
is recommended and, above 
all, keep the diabetes under 
control. 


Q — Could s i n u s trouble 


cause r i n g i n g in the ears, 
blurred vision, heat waves 
before the eyes, loss of bal- 
ance, a feeling of pressure 
in the forehead 
and mild 


headaches? Do smoking or 
certain foods make it worse? 
Are there any drugs or nose 
drops that will give lasting 
relief from sinus trouble? 


A — The only symptoms 


you listed that might be 
caused by sinus trouble are 
a feeling of pressure in the 
forehead and headache. Both 
are usually w o r s e in the 
morning and clear up before 
noon. Smoking can aggra- 
vate it but a food would 
make it worse only if you 
were allergic to it. If you 
have a chronic sinusitis that 
does not yield to the usual 
treatment, your d o c t o r 
should determine the cause.

It all began m o d e s t l y 


enough with banks offering 
small items as inducements 
to d e p o s i t o r s . A set of 
m a t c h e d screwdrivers, a 
c a r v i n g knife or even an 
oversized piggy bank was 
considered sufficient motive 
to get people to open a sav- 
ings account or to add to an 
existing one. 


But as savers b e c a m e 


more sophisticated, they be- 
gan to find other ways to put 
their spare dollars to work. 
Banks found that ever-fan- 
cier premiums were neces- 
sary to attract those with 
money to spare. 


Electric mixers replaced 


screwdrivers, a n d p i g g y 
banks gave away to blankets 
as one bank strove to outdo 
the next in cajoling savers. 
Soon, those who worry about 
such things began to wonder 
how much any bank could 
afford to spend on a gift used 
to attract another $100 in 
deposits. 


The answer to that soon 


became academic, for the 
next step in the premium 
escalation was to gear the 
value of the gift to the size 
of the deposit. Deposits of 
$1,000 or more brought their 
owner such things as an ex- 
pensive tape recorder or a 
set of golf clubs. 


Banks even began to re- 


ward customers for bird-dog- 
ging. Any d e p o s i t o r who 
could bring in five o t h e r s 


Pratt 
Smith 


was repaid with a handsome 
television set. 


At this point, federal au- 


thorities stepped in and set 
, a modest dollar limit on the 
'value of gifts 'that1 could be 
used to generate deposits. 


So how come t h e r e are 


banks giving away refrigera- 
tors, motor bikes and even 
cars, you ask? 


Simply because banks have 


now changed their tactics. 
These, and other expensive 
items, are not handed out as 
"gifts" to those opening an 
account. Instead, these Hems 
are offered in place of inter- 
est on large deposits. 


That big car, for example, 


is the customer's reward for 
p u t t i n g $25,000 on deposit 
and guaranteeing to leave it 
there for five years. 


Instead of paying the de- 


positor his interest in cash in 
the usual way, the bank pro- 
vides him instead with an 
automobile. The car's dollar 
value is roughly equal to the 
interest he would otherwise 
receive. 


Is it better tp get an expen- 


sive automobile in place of 
the $6,250 in interest? That's 
pretty much a m a t t e r of 
opinion. Banks offering such 
deals will just as willingly 
give you the cash, also in ad- 
vance, so you could just as 
well go out and buy your 
own car anyway. 


There is one thing to pon- 


der either way, though. The 
IRS has just ruled that all 
this income—cash or car—is 
taxable in the year received. 
If you take the car, you will 
need to dig up some extra 
cash from somewhere with 
which to pay Uncle Sam his 
share.
